He also stated 
that this was his; first erime, and that 
he committed the murder believing, if 
caught, he would suffer death at their 
hands, in accordance with the law of 
the tribe. After he was found guilty 
he stated to Captain Natchez and 
Captain Sam that they had done all 
they could for him, and tboy must 
divide his property between them. 
After the prisoner was found guilty 
two Indians sprang up and attempted 
to shoot him at once, but Captain 
Natchez put a stop to the proceedings. 

The trial was held out of doors, 
without any fire, and did not last over 
an bour. Natchez favored the pris- 
oner all he could, and talked the fela- 
tives of the deceased over to his side 
eufficiently to commute the sentence 
from death to -banishment. He used 
the plea of self-defense. with some 
force. Captain Sam made a speech on 
the same side and three others opposed 
it. Nateliez said he Owned all this 
territory, and he would not allow 
blood to be spilled on bis ground, 
He threatened to turn the prisoner 
over to the whites unless he was al- 
lowed to banish him.

Ciover Valley News. 

J. L. Crow, of Clover valley, made 
14,000 pounds of butter during the 
past sttmittef, which he contracted to 
Reno parties early in the season. He 
milks 87 cows, and bas one of the 
finest dairys in the northera country. 
Mr. Crow has the latest improved ap- 
pliances for making butter, and takes 
advantage of every labor-saving in- 
vention. He putS the milk of 87 cows | 
in one pan. The pan is eight feet and 
ten inches long, four feet and eight 
inches wide and eight inches deep, and 
will hold one hundred gallons of mtlk. 
A pipe connected with the pan leads 
to his hog trough. After the cream 
raises and is taken from the milk, he 
pulls the plug and the milk goes to 
make fat pork. IIis churns are of the 
latest improved and are run by water 
power 

Mr. Crow says the grasshoppers have 
done him a deal ef damage; they have 
eaten up one hundred tone of hay u 
year, for the last six years. He was 
patting down 600 pounds of butter 
per weck when the festive hopper put 
in au appearance, and after that time 
he only put down 400 ponnds per 
week. He estimates his damage at 
$12,000 in the past six years. 

There are five settiers in the valley, 
and the red-tailed molasses-suckers ate 
up $5,000 worth of their hard earnings 
last summer. 

Mr. Crow lost thirty-four head of 
valuable borses, during the season, of 
lung fever. 

There is one foot of snow in the 
valley.
